As a result of the co-operation of 
the navy and war departments, their 
combined forces already were in readi- 
ness for Mexican service. Coincident 
with the receipt of the news of Ma- 
dero’s abdication, a wireless message 
liashed to the navy department 
here announcing the arrival off the 
Pacific Mexican port of Mazatlan of tiie 
cruiser Colorado, the first of the six 
American warships to reach its desti- 
nation off the shores of the revolution- 
republic.

The entire first brigade of the first 
division, 3,000 strong, was under 
marching orders and awaitine the 
command of Major General Leonard 
Wood, chief of staff, to entrain from 
their respective stations in New York 
and proceed to Newport News, Va., 
where four army transports are fully 
equipped and provisioned to set out 
for the Gulf of Mexico to augment the 
naval forces.

Increase Realty Values. 

President Glover would not discuss 
the ordinance for the estate men 
of Atlanta. He said, that he 
believed the law would increase realty 
values in white sections and would 
also have a decided tendency to boost 
property populated by negroes. 

“There is no race prejudice nor fa- 
naticism in the law I propose,’ Coun- 
cilman Ashley explained Friday. “I 
have studied social conditions in At- 
lanta ever since boyhood and I am 
convinced that a segregation taw will 
not only tend to the betterme: of 
health and moral conditions among 
the negroes, but wil] also aid in the 
social uplift of the people.” \ 

Councilman Ashley believes his or- 
dinance wil] improve health conditions 
in Atlanta more than 50 per cent. He 
says that the law will soon wipe away 
the little huts occupied by both white 
and black and eradicate the breeding 
places of tuberculosis, smallpox, ty- 
phoid and other diseases which At- 
lanta is spending thousands yearly to 
combat, 

Will Separate the Races. 

“There are dozens of tenement 
houses in Atlanta in which whites and 
negroes live,’”’ Councilman Ashley says. 
‘It is mv aim to have the races sepa- 
rated and removed into sections where 
they can be associated with people 
of their own class.” 

Councilman Ashley has aiready been 
assured the support of influential mem- 
bers of council in his fight to get the 
ordinance through. He has also passed 
the measure to a number of leading 
real estate men, and they have given 
him assurance of support. He says the 
only objection to the ordinance will 
come from owners Of property who do 
not have the welfare of the people of 
the city or their tenants at heart. 

The ordinance is to become effective 
from the date of adoption. by council 
It makes it a misdemeanor for any per- 
white or black, to move into or 
use as a residence any building lo- 
cated on a street, alley or thorough- 
fare, to be defined by council. Viola- 
tions of the ordinance is punishable 
in the police court by fine or imprison- 
ment, and for each day the law is vio- 
lated the ordinance provides for a sep- 
arate offense. 

Provisions of Ordinance. 

The law does not prevent domestic 
servants from residing in the house 
in which they are emp@0yed or in 
houses on the lots. 

The ordinance also provides that per- 
sons desiring to erect houses for him- 
self or as agent In a section defined, 
shall declare to the building inspector 
whether the place is to be occupled 
by white or negro- tenants. 

The ordinance requires the building 
inspector to publish notice of applica- 
tion twice a week for two successive 
weeks in an Atlanta newspaper. A ma- 
jority of the property owners in the 
block may protest in writing to the 
inspector within five days after the 
last publication of the notice. 

The ordinance provides a method by 
which a block which is vacant may be 
improved. 

Both Richmond, Va., and Baltimore 
have the same ordinance in operation, 
and there has been a decided increase 
of realty vajues in both cities.

Taft today vetoed the Dillingham-Bur- 
nett immigration bill, which would 
revolutionize the immigration policy of 
the United States by imposing a lHt-

Sewage Not Going Into Creek, 

“The sewaze which formerly 
emptied into Peachtree creek above 
Piedmont park from the Butler street 
and Highland avenue outfalig is not 
going into the creek, and has not gone 
in for several weeks,” Chief Clayton 
said Friday. “The intercepting sewer 
to Peachtree is finished and we have 
turned the sewer into it, letting it out 
right at the plant into the Orme street 
branch.” 

Captain Clayton admitted that there 
Was an odor fgom the sewer west of 
the plant, but to the east of the piant, 
or up the creek, he says there snouid 
not be any oaor from sewage. Hie 
says the quantity of seWaxe from 
Druids Hills is so small that it cannot 
possibly cause an odor. 

There would be no complaint if Dady 
had finished his contract On time, and 
the city council and those in charge 
of the construction department would 
not be burdened with the responsibili- 
ty of shouldering some of the blame 
with Dady had the contract been for- 
feited atter the tirst extension was 
granted. 

Bad Weather Caused Extension. 

Aldine Chambers, e®@cChairman of 
the sewer committee, said Friday that 
the first extension was granted Dady 
because he was set back by the bad 
weather of the spring of last year. He 
said that the committee of 1912 also 
extended the time on the statement 
made by Dady that he could not get 
enough stone of the size he required. 

“The committee made an investiga- 
tion of the stone matter,’ Mr. Cham- 
bers said, “and we learned from a 
number of contractors that it was then 
a hard matter to get contracts for 
stone in large quantities. 

“When we granted the extension the 
first time we notified the American 
Bonding company, surety On Dady’s 
bond, and the extension was agreed 
to. The consgent.of the bonding »;com- 
pany holds [It Hable to the city: We 
took that precaution so that we could 
forfeit the contract if the city so de- 
sired.” 

There will be little IKelihood of 
Dady getting an extension from June 
15 to December 31. Chairman J. H. 
Harwell, of the new sewer committee, 
says the city should have forfeited 
the contract and collect on the bond 


Of $176,009. 


What Committee Will Deo, 

“I don't know what the conditions 
Dady is up against,” said Chairman 
Harwell Friday. “However, that will 
be a matter for the committee to de- 
termine when an extension is asked 
for. If the committee finds that Dady 
has been able to get stOne and has 
been negligent In making the neees- 
sary number of contracts to finish the 
job on time, it will be simply a matter 
for the committee to turn down the 
extension and urge council to cancel 
the contract with Dady.”

May Override Veto. 

The president adopted the secretary's 
Senate and house floor lead- 
ers lost no time in arranging for an 
effort to override the veto. As soon 
as the message was read, Senators Dil- 
lingham and Simmons and Representa- 
tive Burnett, leading the congressional 
supporters of the measure, made ar- 
rangements to take it up in the senate 
on Monday and in the house on Tues- 
day. With Senator Lodge they were 
confident that the bill would be passed 
easily in both houses by the necessary 
two-thirds vote. 

Opponents and proponents of the 
proposed law waged a vigorous contest 
in hearings before the president for 
the last ten days... Organized labor 
warmly supported the Dill, while sev- 
eral organizations, particularly Jewish 
societies, recommended its veto. For- 
eign nations protested against the pro- 
vision for detailing immigrant Iinspec- 
tors and matrons on vessels: fiying: for- 
eign flags but Secretary Nagel held 
that this was not a controlling. objec- 
tion to the proposed law. 

Cleveland Used Veto. 

This is the second time that lit- 
eracy test for immigrants has been ve- 
toed by a president, Grover Cleveland, 
in 1897, likewise having refused to.ap- 
prove a bill barring aliens who couid 
not read and write. In vetoing the bill 
the president said: 

“f do this with great reluctance. Tho 
bill contains many valuable amend- 
ments to the present’ immigrant law 
instre greater certainty in ex- 

undestrable immigrants. The 
bill strong support in both 
houses, and was recommended by an 
able commission after an extended iii- 
vestigation and carefully drawn con- 
clusions.

Bad Day for Madere. 

What was promised again by the 
government to be a day of terrible pun- 
ishment for the rebel commander de- 
veloped into the weakest attempt at his 
subjugation. Madero’s artillery con- 
ducted the attack half-heartedly, al- 
though his infantry at times showed 
desperate courage. 

Rebel shells were thrown at the na- 
tional palace, and occasionally hurled 
across the town toward the federal 
battery on the Paseo Reforms near 
the Colonia railway station, but for 
the most part Diaz waited until the 
federals moved well into range of his 
guns guarding the approaches. This 
took place innumerable times, and as 
often the streets were effectually clear- 
ed in short order. 

From the regions outside the capital 
the news was bad for the government. 
General Aguilar, an aged officer of te 
regular army, who revolted a few 
months ago, and Colonel De La Llave, 
also formerly attached to the regulars, 
who have been in revolt for some 
months. took the city of Puebla, cap- 
ital of ‘the state of the same name. 
They were assisted by Francisco Pra- 
dilla, the government chjef of arms in 
that city. Passengers from Guadalajara 
report that no telegrams received there 
have been delivered, and that the ed- 
itor of one paper which published an 
account of the mutiny in Mexico City 
was promptly sent to jail on a charge 
of disseminating seditious matter, But, 
in spite of this, the people were crying 
“vivas"” for Diaz. 

All trains leaving the capital today 
were crowded with refugees of every 
nationality, but Mexican fugitives pre- 
dominate. 

Fight at Close Range. 


A change of tactics marked the close 
of the day’s military operations. The 
artillery duel was succeeded by a gen- 
eral engagement at closer range, last- 
ing for more than an hour. 

Federal reserves were called down 
the line and from all appearances Gen- 
eral Huerta prepared to attack. Shore 
range cannon were moved closer to the 
fortifications, but the battery of heavy 
pieces near the railway station was 
left to play a prominent part.

Buildings within rifle range of the

When the government forces began 
this attack, both the cannon and small 
arms of the rebels sprang into quick 
action. In two minutes the city was 
listening to a new note in the long 
symphony of battle. The heavy crash- 
ing of artillery to which the inhabit- 
ants had been accustomed was toned 
down by the rattle or rifle and machine 
gun fire. 

Federal Loss Great. 

How many fell in this engagement 
cannot be told, but the number un- 
doubtedly was large. The federal loss 
was unquestionably much greater than 
that of the rebels. 

Occasionally shells from the federal 
battery at the station fell with accu- 
racy in the big plaza in front of the 
arsenal. Little damage was done to 
the structure itself. 

The federals were at a disadvantage, 
because they were compelled to ad- 
vance and to do so they had to leave 
their shelter and crowd down 
streets. 3 

It had been said that the “Maderistas 
had planned to dynamite a path 
through the district to make this at- 
tack, but, if so, the plan was aban- 
doned and the attacking party in the 
narrow streets was swept by the rebel 
guns with deadly and demoralizing re-

Spenders are the stuff cities are made 
of; big and little spenders for the necessi- 
ties and the luxuries of life; the more of 
them and the greater their spending capac- 
ity, the bigger and wealthier the city. The 
Chamber of commerce is setting out scien- 
tifically to make more spenders in Atlanta. 
It is tackling the job by encouraging the 
patronage of home manufactures, and, fol- 
lowing the exposition of last summer, it Is 
seeking to encourage home manufactures 
by a permanent exhibition of their wares. 

Last week the committee charged “with 
the project held an important meeting and 
found much sentiment.in favor of the enter- 
prise.

Many other southern 
cities and a great number in the north and 
west pursue this method, and it has been 
found rich in immediate results.

In a fearless charge to the grand jury 
of Monroe county Judge Robert T. Daniel 
recently laid the blame for the mounting 
crime rate in this country chiefly at the 
doors of derelict public sentiment. He cited 
Fulton county, with a population of 250,0u9 
people, and its last year’s record of fifty- 
five homicides, “more than twice ag many 
as were committed in England last year, 
with a population of millions.” 

Judge Daniel is correct in his analysis 
of the cause back of the crime rate, in 
Atlanta and elsewhere, but he does not zo 
far enough. Who will underwrite the as- 
sertion that the tax-payers and the citizeas 
generally of Georgia and America are less 
God-fearing and law-abiding than those of 
Kngland and other European countries? And

world? Yet the disparity in the ratio of 
murders and other crimes of violence 
speaks for itself.

There is no uncertainty or discrimination 
or delay in the judicial processes of that 
country. The public can plead as it pleases 
in maudlin sympathy; wealth and rank can 
bring, has often brought, all its pressure to 
bear—the law does not deviate and the 
courts mete out justice with even-handed 
and swift efficiency. When the law and 
the courts in America approximate similar 
methods we shall get similar results.

The President’s Secretary. 


(From The New York Sun.) 

The duties of a secretary to a president 

of the United States are not considered at all 
secondary in importance to those of a cabi- 
net officer. He is the man who first meets 
the thousands of visitors to the president. 
Hie must know just whom the president de- 
sires to see or should see without bothering 
These visitors come from all 
parts of the United States on all sorts of 
missions, some important, but mostly of a 
very trivial character, and they come bring- 
ing all sorts of letters of introduction from 
all sorts of people. 
Were the president to see all these folks 
would not have time for danything else, 
and the secretary must winnow the wheat 
from the chaff and send the chaff away 
actually delighted becaus¢ tney navent seen 
the president. The president's secretary is a 
buffer between his cnief and the United 
States senators and members of the house of 
representatives, with myriad axes to grind. 
He must be a diplomat with the most famous 
dipiomats of the world when they call at the 
white house to take up the time of the pres- 
ident. Indeed, it has been often said in 
Washington that the president's secretary 
must be as much of a diplomat as any mem- 
ber of the diplomatic corps if he is to be of 
substantial value to his chief, 

Again, the secretary must have relations 
with the hundreds of correspondents who 
represent the great newspapers of the coun- 
try, Public opinion is molded by these corre- 
spondents, and they are keenly affirmative 
in their characteristics. In their ambition to 
serve thelr newspapers they always know 
exactly why they visit the white house. Fre- 
quently matters are not exactly ripe, and it 
is one duty of the president's secretary to 
parry the incisive and probing questions of 
these alert correspondents. This must be 
done smilingly and in good form, 

Then, too, invariably the president's sec- 
retary accompanies his chief on _ trips 
through the’ country. Hundreds of detkiils 
come up on these tours of which the presi- 
dent is not expected to Know, but it ig the 
absolute duty of his secretary to be familiar 
with them. So proficient were Hay, Nicolay,

New News of Yesterday | 


Why Roscee Conkling Declined the 
Chiet Justiceship Twice. 


By E. J. Edwards.

quently dramatic Hight on famous events and 
personalities of the past have been collected 
by Mr. Edwards during nearly forty years 
of more or less intimate acquaintance with 
many of the country’s leaders since the civil 
war. Each anecdote or incident is fresh 
from Mr. Edwards’ notebook, and, either in 
whole or in part, it constitutes NEW NEWS 
OF YESTERDAY, garnered from the men 
who made the news—the history—or from 
equally authoritative sources. As important 
contributions of the “human interest” sort to 
American history, these articles have a dis- 
tinctive value all their own. 


In the summer of 1883 I met, upon the 
leading business street of St. Paul, Minn., the 
late George C. Gorham. He was at that time 
the most intimate per- 
sonal friend of Roscoe 
Conkling, who for near- 
ly twenty years was one 
of the conspicuous per- 
sonalities in the United 
States senate. 

Mr. Gorham was sec- 
retary of the United 
States senate during a 
part of Senator Conk- 
ling’s service in that 
body. He was, when a 
young man, the repub- 
lican candidate for gov- 
ernor of California, de- 
feated by a small ma- 
jority. After each had 
spoken in surprise at 
the meeting Mr. Gor- 
ham said: EF. J. Edwards. 

“I wish you would come down to the 
railroad station. Senator Conkling is there. 
We have been taking a trip together across 
the continent and are now on our way back 
to the east. Our train was delayed so that 
we are obliged to spend four or five hours 
in Ste Paul before we can get another train 
for Chicago. The senator is standing under 
the train shed leaning against a pillar deep- 
ly occupied with. his own thoughts. I 
couldn’t persuade him to take a ride through 
the city, although he knew that it had 
Srown greatly since he was here last.” 

Senator Conkling stood exactly as Mr. 
Gorham had described his waiting attitude 
to me. His tall form was braced against a 
pillar of the train shed. He wore a slouch 
hat, which completely concealed his blond 
and curly hair. I observed that a few tints 
of gray had crept into his beard since I had 
seen him. 

He sald to me: 

“T have been thinking during my leisure 
moments here of a prediction which was 
made some thirty years ago by William H. 
Seward at a time when he was United States 
senator from New York. He declared, in a 
public speech which I have many times read, 
that in this place which comes within the 
vista of my eyes was to be located one of the 
three or four leading commercial centers of 
the Unite. States. I have been wondering 
what he would say if he were here now. 
On the whole, I think he would find much to 
justify his prediction. I belleve that within 
the next thirty or forty years this city and 
its adoining eity of Minneapolis will have a 
population of a million and a half and will 
possess relatively great financial power.” 

Senator Conkling made this statement as 
though he were uttering aloud, but to him- 
self, thoughts which were passing through 
his mind. He lapsed into silence. Mr. Gor- 
ham and I, unobserved by him, went away. 
When we were beyond hearing distance Mr. 
Gorham said: : 

“The senator told me a day or two ago, 
when he was in a specially fommunicative 
mood, what the reason was that he declined 
the offer of the position of chief justice of 


. 
ee: 


the supreme court at Washington which Gen- 
eral Grant made to him. 

“By the way,” said Mr. Gorham, “I think 
that it is without any precedent until the 
offers to Conkling that the same individual 
should have been twice offered the chief 
justiceship of the supreme court, and later 
offered the post of assistant justice of the 
supreme court at Washington.” 

I told Mr. Gorham that I knew of Sena- 
tor Conkling’s declination of the offer of the 
chief justiceship from President Grant. I 
also knew that he had declined President 
Arthur's offer of the post of associate jus- 
tice, but I did not know that the senator 
had been offered the chief justiceship twice. 

“T don't think it was generally known,” 
Mr. Gorham replied. “I did not know of it 
until long afterward I was told of it by 
Timothy O. Howe. United States senator 
from Wisconsin. He told me that after Sen- 
ator Conkling declined President Grant's of- 
fer, Grant sent the name of George H. Wil- 
liams, of Oregon, to the senate for confirma- 
tion as chief justice. The senate would not 
confirm that nomination. Then Senator 
Howe and Hannibal Hamlin telegraphed to 
Mr. Conkling that they had assurances ;that 
if he would reconsider his declination and 
let them know by 12 o'clock the next day he 
would be renominated as chief justice, and 
would be unanimously confirmed by 4 o'clock. 
He replied that he could not reconsider his 
decision. 

“IT reminded the senator of this circum- 
stance, and then asked him if there was any 
special reason why he declined so great an 
office. 

“He said in reply: ‘Gorham, I couldn't 
accept that office because I should have felt, 
as long as I sat in the chief justice’s chair, 
that [ was in a vise. I am by nature an 
advocate, and not a jurist, and a place upon 
the bench would either greatly irritate me or 
else it would stagnate me,”

The World’s Mysteries 


THE DELPHI 
ORACLES. 


Although the Delphi Oracles have figured 
in literature for many ages and attempts 
have been made to describe the workings 
of this custom of the Ancient Gre€ks, little 
is known today as to how these oracles oper- 
ated. The most famous of all the oracles 
was that at Delphi, but the manner in which 
it was consulted in somewhat confused. There 
probably was considerable variation at dif- 
ferent periods, 

The tale of a hole from which intoxi- 
cating “‘mephitic’ vapor arose has no early 
authority, nor is it scientifically probable. 
The question had to be given fn writing, and 
the responses were uttered by the Pythian 
priestess, in early times a maiden, later a 
woman more than fifty, attired as a maiden. 

After chewing the sacred bay and drink- 
ing of the spring Cassotis, which was con- 
ducted into the temple by artificial chan- 
nels, she took her seat on the sacred tripod 
in the inner shrine. Her utterances were 
reduced to verse and edited by the prophets 
and the “holy men.” 

Wherever the worship of Apollo had fixed 
its roots, there were sibyls and prophets; 
for Apollo is no where conceivable without 
the beneficent light of prophecy streaming 
out from his abode. The reason why the 
fame of all the other celebrated seats of 
Apollo was obscured by that of Delphi les 
in a series of exceptional and extraordinary 
circumstances by which this place was quali- 
fied to become a center, not only of the lands 
in its immediate neighborhood, like the other 
oracles, but of the whole nation. 

The sites selected for these oracles gen- 
erally were marked by some physical prop- 
erty, which fitted them to be the scenes of 
such miraculous manifestations. They were 
in a volcanic region, where gas escaping 
from a fissure in the earth might be inhaled, 
and the consequent exhilaration or ecstacy, 


—— 


partly real and partly imaginary, was a 
divine inspiration. 

At the Pythian oracle in Delphi there 
was thought to be such an exhalation. Oth- 
ers supposed that the priests possessed the 
secret of manufacturing an exhilarating gas. 
The seat of this oracle of Delphi was on 
the southwestern spur of Parnassus, in a 
valley of Phocis. 

According to the Homeric hymn to the 
Pythian Apollo, the god took forcible pos- 
session of the oracle soon after his birth, 
Slaying with his earliest bow-shot the ser- 
pent Pytho, the son of Gaea, who guarded 
the spot. To atone for this murder, Apollo 
was forced to fly and pass eight years in 
menial service before he could return for- 
given. A festival, the Septeria, was held 
every year, at which the whole story was 
represented; the slaying of the serpent, and 
the flight, atonement and return of the god. 

The oracle proper was a cleft in the 
ground in ‘the innermost sanctuary, from 
which arose cold vapors, which had the 
power of inducing ecstacy. Over the cleft 
stood a lofty gilded tripod of wood. On this 
was a circular slab, upon which the seat of 
the prophetess was placed. In the prosper- 
ous times of the oracle two Pythias acted 
alternately, with a third to assist them. In 
the earliest time the Pythia ascended. the 
tripod only once a year, on the birthday of 
Apollo; but in later years she prophesied 
every day, if the day itself and the sacrifices 
were not unfavorable. 

These sacrifices were offered by the sup- 
plicants adorned with laurel crowns and fil- 
lets of wool. The responses of the priests 
often were obscure and enigmatical, and 
couched in ambiguous and metaphorical ex- 
which needed explanation. The 
order in which the applicants approached 
the oracle was determined by lot, but cer- 
tain cities, as Sparta, had the right of 
priority. 

The reputation of the oracle stood high 
throughout Greece until the time of the 
Persian wars, especially among the Dorian 
tribes, and among them pre-eminently the 
Spartans, who had stood from of old in inti- 
mate relation with it. On all important oc- 
casions, as the sending out of colonies, the 
framing of internal legislation or religious 
ordinances, the God of Delphi was consulted, 
and that nat only by Greeks, but by foreign- 
ers, especially the people of Asia and Italy. 
After these wars the influence declined, but 
it never fell complete into discredit and 
from time to time its position rose again. 
In the last half of the second century, A. D., 
it had a revival, the result of the newly 
awakened interest in the old region. It 
finally was abolished by Theodosius the 
Great, at the end of the fourth century. 

In spite of the reference that is made to 
these oracles, and the familiarity that gen- 
erally is apparent, little authentic informa- 
tion ever has been learned regarding them

TWO MEN ARE KILLED 
AND ONE BADLY HURT 
BOARDING ELEVATORS 


Two dead and a third seriously in- 
jured was the toll taken within twen- 
ty-four hours by elevators in Atlanta 
during Thursday afternoon and Friday 
morning. The first was Lee Brock, a 
young prisoner in the Tower, who was 
instantly killed Thursdav afternoon by 
jumping into the slow-moving lift in 
the jail. 

George T. Hayes, a painter, who re- 
sided at Nelson and Chapel streets, 
was so badly injured by attempting 
to board a passenger elevator in the 
Majestic hotel yesterday morning that 
he died shortly afterward in Grady 
hospital. His skull wags crushed, and 
both jaws broken. He was conscious 
until death, but the shattered jaws pre- 
vented speech. No inquest will be held 
over his death, as there were eye-wit- 
nesses to the accident.

Federal Jury Finds Combination 
Entered Criminal Conspiracy 
Trade. 


to Restrain 


Detroit, Mich., February 14.—The so- 
Called bathtub trust was today found 
&uilty of criminal conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade by a jury in the 
United States district court. The act 
as charged is a misdemeanor and the 

eXx- 


penalty provides imprisonment not 
ceeding one year or a fine of $5,000 or 
both. 

Last November the 
was dissolved by the supreme court 
in a civil suit instituted at Baltimore. 
The criminal case today was a retrial, 
the first trial having resulted in a 
disagreement. 

After the announcement of the ver- 
dict, Judge Clarence W. Sessions ad-

tence. It was the second anti-trust 
case decided in favor of the govern- 
ment in the local] court within the 


last week, the other case being against 
the “boot and shoe last trust.” 

When action was first brought 
against the defendants the federal 
grand jury returned two indictments 
against them charging that by crim- 
inal conspiracy they controlled 83 per 
eent of the annual output of enameled 
Ware; by patent license agreements 
combined to restrain trade in manu- 
facturers and jobbers’ plumbing sup- 
plies; refused to sell to jobbers who 
handled goods for the so-called inde- 
pendents and attempted to make uni- 
form prices throughout the country. 

The conspiracy charge which comes 
under section 1 of the Sherman law 
was the one on which the defendants 
were tried. 

The government contended that in 
April, 1910, at a meeting at Mount 
Ciemens, Mich., the defendants put 
into effect :a conspiracy Which they 
had formed which resulted in the 
making of the unlawful patent licenses.

SELLING OF COTTON

There Was a Good Deal of Scat- 
tered Selling Which Offset 
Effect of Buying.

New York, February 14.—With the 
news more or lese conflicting, inter- 
esteeemed pretty well divided in the 
cotton market today, with several 
brokers large buyers, while there was 
a good deal of scattered selling. 
Fluctuations were comparatively nar- 
row, after a lower opening, and the 
market closed steady at a net decline 
of 1 to 2 points; generally 7 to 12 
points under yesterday's tinal fig ures. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 6 to 7 points, with the active 
months selling 7 to 8 points net lower 
during the ftiret few minutes, in re- 
wponge to disappointin: cables, pres- 
eure from Wail street sources and 
scattered realizing. Ax or seven 
brokers soon appeared around the 
ring, however, with large buying or- 
ders, supposedly for the account of 
certain houses with western connec- 
tions and spot pcople. This demand 
checked the decline and the market 
rallied to about the closing figures of 
last nignt, late in the morning, 0D 
expectations of bullish week-end fig- 
ures and a bullish interpretation of 
the census report on supply and dis- 
tribution. 

Later indications, however, suggeest- 
ed a less favorable visible supply 
statement than looked for, and the 
market eased off again, under Con- 
tinued liquidation and renewed pres- 
sure from Wall street and soutnern 
sources. 

Closing prices were practically the 
lowest of the day. Part of the sclling 
may have been due to the weakness 
of the coffee market, while bearisn 
sentiment was aleo encouraged by un- 
favorable trade reports from Russia. 

Eariy cables from Liverpool attrib- 
uted the reiatively easy showing there 
to a smal) offtake, lit offerings of 
actual continental selling. Later ca-

This exclu- 
sion would embrace probably in large 
part undesirable but also a great many 
desirable people, and the embarrass- 
ment, expenses and distress to those 
who seek to enter will be out of all 
proportion to any good that can possi- 
bly be promised for this measure. 
Test Overestimated. 

“My observation leads me to the 
conclusion that, so far as the merits 
of the individual immigrant are con- 
cerned, the test is altogether over- 
estimated. The people who come from 
the countries named are frequently 
illiterate because of opportunities 
having bezn denied them, The oppres- 
sions with which these people have to 
contend with in modern times is not 
religious, but it consists of a denial of 
the opportunity‘to acquire reading and 
writing Frequently thes attempt to 
learn to readi and write the language 
of the particular people is discour- 
aged by the government, and these im- 
migrants ‘n coming to our shores are 
really striving to free themselves from 
the conditions under which they have 
been compelled to live.” 

Regarding industrial conditions, the 
secretary said America needed labor, 
and the natives were unwilling to do 
the work which aliens come over to do. 

Admitting there was congestion in 
some places and a dearth of labor in 
a very much larger area the secretary 
declared that no sufficiently earnest 
and intelligent effort had been made 
to bring the country’s labor wants and 
supply together. He maintained that 
“so far the same forces that give the 
chief support to this provision of the 
new bill have stubbornly resisted any 
effort looking to an intelligent dis- 
tribution of new immigration to meet 
the needs of our vast country. In 
my judgment no drastic measure 
based upon a ground which is untrue 
and urg@ed for a reason which we are 
unwilling to assert should be adopted 
until we have at least exhausted the 
possibilities of a rational distribution 
of these new forces.” 

He Defends Immigrants. 
secretary defended the charac- 
ter of the great majority of immi- 
grants to the United States and de- 
elared that with rapid strides the for- 
eign born citizen is acquiring the farm 
lands of this country. 

The bill, the secretary asserted, 
adopted the “group system’’—exclude 
all dependent members of a family 
no matter how well qualified they 
might otherwtse be. 

Delay and friction immigration 
work, especially along the Canadian 
and Mexican borders, would result from 
the law, said the secretary, and it
